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WOODSTOCK VICTORY 


The Woodstock Victory (MCV Hull No. 604) was 
launched September 23, 1944, at the Bethlehem- 
Fairfield Shipyard, Inc., Baltimore, Maryland. It was 
named for the town by the United States Maritime 
Commission because of its historic background and 
role in the war effort. Miss Irma Avery acted as the 
town’s sponsor at the christening. The Woodstock 
Victory is now at sea with several thousand miles to 
her credit and from a letter from her Commander is 
doing a fine job. 


A library of twenty seven books was presented to 
the ship by the town. The Maritime Commission in- 
stalled two plaques, carrying a biography of the town. 
One of these is in the officers’ quarters and one in the 
crews’ quarters.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Woodstock School Board: 


My second annual report as your superintendent 
of schools presents for your consideration those items 
which my experience has shown to be of special im- 
portance. Though the facts and opinions here ex- 
pressed it is hoped the people of Woodstock will better 
understand local school conditions. 


Extensive changes in our teacher personnel oc- 
curred at the close of school last June. Both Mr. Vlad- 
imir Leskowitz and Miss Frances McCushing resigned 
from the high school faculty to accept more attractive 
financial offers elsewhere. At North Woodstock, Miss 
Eunice O’Mara left her position in grades one and two 
and Miss Patricia Little declined her contract in grades 
six, seven and eight to seek larger opportunities in 
other places. At Woodstock, Mrs. Theda P. Cote, de- 
clined re-election to accept a teaching position in Ver- 
mont nearer her home. Miss Jean Carr likewise ac- 
cepted another position nearer her home. Before the 
end of the year Mrs. Henrietta K. Towers had been 
obliged to withdraw from her school in the North 
Woodstock intermediate room. These changes made 
it necessary for us to open school in September with 
only two of the eight teachers on our payroll in June 
available in their schools this year. Any school system 
that begins the year with only two out of seven teachers 
having had previous experience in their schools faces a 
serious problem. Most business would shudder at the 
prospect of nearly a 74% change in trained personnel 
in any one year. 


The school board decided to make the Woodstock 
School a single teacher school of the first six grades 
only. This decision was influenced by two main con- 
siderations—the teacher shortage and the educational 
advantage to pupils of the two upper grades in the 
grammar room at North Woodstock. 
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While we are on the subject of teachers let us 
face certain facts in the teacher situation. Liberal 
arts colleges and teachers’ colleges are now preparing 
only a small per cent of the normal annual output of 
teachers. The Armed Forces of our country and em- 
ployment either by the government itself or by industry 
have made drastic reductions in the number of teach- 
ers now available. To meet this situation many of 
those who were formerly on substitute lists have been 
taken into active teaching, so that the potential supply 
is at an all time low point. Moreover, those teachers 
who seek employment are more exacting in their criti- 
cal analysis of opportunities extended because they 
know only too well that a little patient waiting will 
produce an offer that meets with their complete ap- 
proval. Should the war emergency. disappear this 
year, it is my opinion that full relief from the present 
bad situation cannot be expected for another four 
years. 


When the Center School was made a one room 
school transportation had to be secured for those 
transferred to North Woodstock. Mrs. Mabel Long was 
employed to extend her route, which formerly ended 
at Woodstock, to meet the need. 


Our textbook equipment is being renewed and 
modernized as rapidly as possible. The new reading 
system is now in the first four grades, beyond which 
it will not be introduced. A new language series is 
now in use throughout the elementary grades from. 
the third through the eighth. It is my belief that - 
complete series of textbooks provides continuity of 
plan and thought that cannot be obtained from split 
series. A similar change in history is desirable for 
next year if finances permit. 


Manuscript writing has been started in Grade one 
and will continue in 1945-46 through the first half of 
grade two. This change was made because investiga- 
tion and research have shown that children progress 
faster in reading when manuscript writing is taught. 
Regular instruction in penmanship by a unified plan 
is being followed throughout all elementary grades. 
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The 1944-45 high school program of work con- 
tains some changes and additions that seemed best 
for our school membership. Our ability to continue 
a similar program next year will depend on the teach- 
ers we secure and on approval by the State Depart- 
ment of Education of proposals to be submitted. The 
present program will be found in the annual report 
of the headmaster. 


Because of conditions beyond my control it was 
not possible to employ two full time assistants to Mr. 
Rowe. Mrs. Deborah Clark Batchelder very kindly 
helped us over the emergency by teaching three 
classes a day so that on the basis of teacher time we 
have two and one-half teachers instead of three as 
formerly. In a school the size of ours it may be pos- 
sible to carry on another year with two teachers pro- 
vided subject matter and state requirements can be 
satisfied. The possibility is well worth careful investi- 
gation. 


Your attention is directed to the reports of the 
School Nurse and the High School Headmaster which 
immediately follow this report. The usual statistical 
information and the proposed school calendar for 1945- 
1946 conclude my part of the annual school report. 


It is a pleasure again to acknowledge the genuine 
interest of the School Board in our schools and to 
express my appreciation of their cooperation and as- 
sistance.
